SER WILHELM IS IT 
LOCERHEADS WITH HEI 


| Protest by Crown Prince About 


Brother-in-Law’s Position 
Reveals Family Quarrel 


BERLIN, Oct. 16—The German 
crown prince recently sent a letter to 
Imperial Chancellor Yon Bethfann- 
Hollweg protesting against permission 
being given te Prince Ernest August 
of Cumberland, husband of the crown 
prince's only sister, to occupy the 
throne of the Duchy of Brunswick with- 
out his express renunciation of his 
pretensions to the throne of Hanover. 

This protest was unsuccessful. The 
imperial chancellor today sent a long 
reply to the crown prince, in which he 
justified the position taken by the Prus- 
sian government. At the same time the 
Prussian government today formulated 
a resolution for submission to the fed- 
eral council of the German empire re- 
voking its decision of 1907 against any 
member of the house of Cumberland oc- 
cupying the dukedom of Brunswick. 

By his action the crown prince has 
adopted an attitude of flat opposition to 
his father, the emperor, who has ac: 
cepted Prince Ernest August of Cum- 
perland's oath of allegiance and letters 
pledging himself not to support any 
measures to detach Hanover from Prus- 
sia as ample guarantees. for the fu- 
ture.

by the sovereign rarely has occurred, 
and the incident probably accounts for 
the absence on October 3 of the crown 
prince from the review by Emperor Wil- 
liam of the Hussar regiments, of which 
the crown prince commands one, and 
from the luncheon at which every other 
officer of the brigade was present.

If there was ever a vestige of reason for sup- 
| posing that Huerta represented constitutional gov- 
ernment and was entitled to recognition, it has been 
swept away by the desperate course he is now pur- 
suing. Even had the United States overlodked the 
crimes through which he usurped the Presidency 
of Mexico and had lent his treacherous regime a 
measure of diplomatic support, it could not counte- 
nance his jatest tyranny. In dispersing the Congress 
and jailing more than a hundred of its members be-

More than half the country 
is said to be in open revolution and certainly the 
people in those districts would not accept a President 
or other officials chosen at Huerta’s behest. In truth, 
there is no hope for a peaceful settlement of Mexico's 
domestic troubles so long as this desperado remains 
in power at the capital. He himself is too weak to 
restore orderly government and he is too vicious to 
give others a chance to do so. 

The first step in the welfare of the Mexican re- 
public must be the complete elimination of Huerta. 
That end may be accomplished by a concert of dip- 
lomatic action between the United States and other 
interested Powers. Sufficient pressure of this kind 
might force the dictator to step down. It may be 
that the revolutionary forces themselves will soon 
fight their way to the capital and, once they are 
within its borders, the taking-off of Huerta will 
shortly follow. His present course betrays his weak- 
ness. His specious government is without funds; 
his remnant of the army is sullen almost to the point 
of mutiny; his character is now seen in its un- 
masked falsity by the European Powers that once 
were disposed to encourage or, at least, to tolerate 
him. 

Time is the old Justice that tries all such offend- 
ers as Huerta, and its heavy sentence is hanging 
just above his head,

The Conquest of Forest Fires. 


The value of organized effort for the prevention 
of forest fires is strikingly attested by the fact that 
this year only some sixty thousand acres of the 
national woodland were burned as against two hun- 
dred and thirty thousand in 1912 and seventy hun- 
dred and eighty thousand in 1911. The methods of 
the forestry service in dealing with this problem, 
which at one time was so dangerous and baffling, 
nave steadily improved and what is equally impor- 
tant the co-operation of settlers and timberland own- 
ers with government officers has become continually 
more cordial. The country is thus being saved thou- 
sands of acres of natural treasure and a fund of 
potential wealth that is beyond reckoning.’ 

The causes of forest fires this year are said to 
have been, first, railroads and then lightning, while 
a considerable number have started from the burn- 
ing of brush. Those due to lightning, though beyond 
the power of human prevention, have been rendered 
far less disastrous by the system of lookouts who de- 
tect such fires and take prompt measures to check 
them. Such service is of inestimable benefit. The 
destruction or damage of nearly a million acres of 
the nation’s forest within a single twelvemonth, as 
was the case three years ago, was due cause for 
The significant fact is that this loss has 
been reduced comparatively to a minimum by means 
of organized effort. 

The same methods, if adapted to the prevention 
of fire waste in general, will yield equally gratifying 
results. In the United States last year the property 
loss from fires amounted to two dollars and fifty-five 
cents per capita while in Germany it was only twenty 
cents per capita. The difference is mainly one of 
superior regulation on the part of the Old World 
country, Our Government's successful fight against 


alarm. 


forest fires should inspire an earnest and hopeful 
campaign for the prevention of all other fires.

HUDSON BAY 


Thee may be some doubts as to the immortality of 
the soul, but there are none about the immortality of 
the corporatjon. 

‘The Hudson Bay company, which did business in the 
north wilderness of America in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, is ‘establishing huge department stores in the 
same region, now rapidly settling, in the twentieth 
century. 

Few tales appeal more strongly to the imagination 
than the sober history of this company. It is a story 
of strong men, of their wild adventures in savage 
lands, where law's abode was in the hip pocket, of 
their grim purpose holding on for a quarter of a thou- 
sand years, of the grip of the Anglo-Saxon, set and 
unloosed from generation to generation. 

It was Charles II of England who, in 1670, gave to 
“the governor and company of merchants-adventurers 
trading into-Hudson’s Bay" their rights to trade in 
and to govern an empire of field, forest and water of 
whose extent they had no conception. 

It was in a day when unexplored lands were given 
away with a free hand and a royal largess; in a day 
when the pope drew a line on the globe and gave all on 
one side to Spain and all on the other to Portugal. 

‘The hardy English pioneers threaded their way 
into the vast, still North, built their lonely stockades, 
trapped and hunted in the unhampered freedom of the 
new world, fought and traded with the Indians. 

For a while this advance guard of English civiliza- 
tion had a hard contest with their traditional enemies, 
the French, Who disputed their territory, until the 
treaty of Utrecht in 1713, by which France resigned 
her claims. 


‘Then followed what was perhaps a flercer war, & 
war with their competitors, fierce and bloody @s @ 
Kentucky feud. This closed in 1821 with a merger 
with the Northwest company. 

Thus through years, centuries, ehe Hudson Bay 
company has hung on; and now comes a curious adap- 
tation of its old-time enterprise to modern conditions. 

It is establishing a chain of department stores 
throughout the newsy developed Canadian territory. 

Few of us realize with what tremendous rapidity 
northwest Canada is being brought under cultivation. 
Trainloads of settlers during the summer come from 
Minneapolis. Shiploads come from England. , Vast 
farms are being improved. Cities are upspringing like 
muchrooms, 

‘The Hudson Bay company has already opened in 
Calgary a department store that represents a capital 
of $3,000,000. Another is building in Vancouver, say 
the newspapers, at a cost of $4,000,000. Still another, 
at Victoria, will cost $1,250,000. Winnipeg will have 
a $7,000,000 store. There will be one at Edmonton. 

The value of this private enterprise in the perilous 
days of frontier life is unquestioned. It remains to 
be seen hbw it will adjust itself, and what will be the 
people's attitude toward it in these days of growing 
distrust toward privately owned wealth units.

And Old Yuan Smiles 

Yuan's election as the first constitutional president 
of China and his immediate installation tn office give 
the new republic the government which has proved its 
ability to maintain itself. Yuan may smile. He sits 
in the seat of the Manchus, a wise old politician who 
had been exiled by the imperial family. The men who 
drove the imperial family out of Peking are themselves 
in flight. 

He had no confidence in them and none in thetr 
phases of freedom and equality, He did not believe 
that China could be @ republic, and he ts the head of 
what passes as one. He did nothing to make it a re- 
public, and he is its president. if Sir John Johnson 
had found himself first president of the United States, 
or if Howe had remained in New York and been elected 
to congress, either one might have smiled at times to 
consider it, but not with the complete Celestial enjoy 
ment of Yuan. This situation was devised for a Chi- 
naman’s philosophy. 

Yuan's victory over the Kuomintang party preceded 
his election by barely a month. The Kuomintang de- 
mande@ a parliamentary government with a presiden- 
tial figurehead. If Yuan were that figurehead they 
did not care, provided a parliament ruled him and he 
did not rule parliament. 

‘The Koumintang took the field In four provinces— 
Hunan, Kiangsi, Kuang-tung and Anhui. They had 
30,000 troops in Kiangs!, a few soldiers who had gone 
through the rebellion, but chiefly hungry and undis~ 
ciplined peasants and the starving scum of the prov- 
inee, with many boys who never before had handled 
a rifle. 

Yuan, provisional president, sent 50,000 northern 
soldiers, a supertor fighting breed, against the forces 
which tried to set up @ southern capital in Nanking. 
Commerce protested against the disorder of rebellion. 
‘The merchants bought off the rebel leader in Kiangsi 
and he fled with heavy pockets. The sorry levies of 
the republicans were beaten after stubborn and coura- 
geous fight. Sun Yat Sen escaped to Japan. Yuan 
got money from Europe in spite of the republican pro- 
test, although the withdrawal of the United States 


broke the six power group and its financial arrange- 
ments, 

The wise old autocrat came out of his difficulties. 
He had been prepared to meet them. He is president. 
‘The ardent republicans are in flight. At his installa~ 
tion the Manchu prince, who would have been emperor, 
brought him the congratulations of the imperial clan. 
It was only a few years ago that the princes told Yuan 
Chi Kai that his leg was so sick he would have to 
leave Peking. . 

China has a constitution and a parliament—and 
Yuan Shi Kai—Chicago Tribune.

An anti-suicide clinic has been opened by a well 
meaning minister in Philadelphia. The arrival and 
departure of one of his patients—a typical one, per- 
haps—is reported by the Public-Ledger as follows:

The “rich 
man living within two hours of Philadelphia” nas, 
of course, footed the bills, with a grin or a growl in 
accordance with his temperament, applying the cyn- 
ical philosophy of .sulwer Lytton that the best way to 
keep a woman from playing the devil is to let her 
play the fool. Having failed to get a satisfactory di- 
agnosis and cure, the rich idler decides that she has 
suicidal mania and turns to the latest cure she has 
read of in a newSpaper’s freak stories of the day. «as 
the doctor of divinity does not charge for his advice, 
or if he does not, the rich man will probably hail the 
latest cure as an agreeable variation,

Suicide Theory on Finding ofjAsk Railroad Commission to 


Bullet Blocked Still by 
Doubts 


(Special Dispatch to The Journal.) 

THOMASVILLE, Ga, Oct. 16—Al- 
though the finding of the bullet in the 
skull of Miss Dorothy Haug At the sec- 
ond autopsy yesterday seemed practi- 
cally to establish the theory of suicide, 
the coroner's jury is not yet fully satis- 
fied in the mattter and will not give out 
its verdict until this afternoon. 

Dr. Mcintosh states that the finding 
of the bullet changed his opinion in the 
matter, and it seems now that the 
suicide theory is tenable 

‘The case is a very unusual one, as 
there was absolutely no powder marks 
on the outside of the skull, and the 
frontal bone was so shattered that it 
could be lifted so as to disclose the 
brain. Every appearance pointed to the 
wound having been made by a heavy 
blow, and as the first investigation re- 
vealed no bullet, it seemed very certain 
that none was there. 

‘There are still several circumstances 
connected with the affair that have not 
been explained to the satisfaction of the 
jury, and they will only announce their 
verdict when they are entirely satisfied 


|there was no possibility of there having 


been a murder. 

F.C, Pearce, the Pinkerton detective 
from the Atlanta agency, is very pains- 
taking in his investigation, and will not 
abandon the case until he is thoroughly 
satisfied in regard to it. 

An important question that is not as 
yet settled is as to the identity of the 
pistol with which the wound was made. 
That it belonged to Miss Haug has not 
yet been established. That is one of the 
things that Detective Pearce has under 
investigation today and upon which a 
good deal will depend. It is supposed 
that the pistol was bought in Bain- 
bridge, and that is being investigated by 
the detectives. 

As bearing upon the theory of suicide, 
it is stated by the proprietor of the 
boarding house that Miss Haug espe- 
cially requested that she have a room 
alone on Sunday night. Mrs. Haug had 
a room reserved in the house for her 
younger daughter, Marjorie, and herself 
whenever she was at home, and the 
older daughter sometimes slept. in it, 
but it is said that on Sunday night she 
requested a room alone and was given 
one on the {dea that she was not feeling 
well and preferred, on that account, to 
be alone. 

Absolutely no clue has been found as 
to the connection of any man with the 
ease, and in every respect the moral 
character of the deal girl seemed above 
reproach.

Make Stone Mountain Fare 
15c-Arkwright Answers 


Between fifty annd seventy-five lead- 
ing citizens of Decatur, Clarkston, Stone 
Mountain and other points along the 
new Atlanta-Stone Mountain interurban 
line appeared before the state railroad 
commission Thursday and opposed the 
schedule of passenger fares proposed for 
the new Hine. 

They not only offered a vigorous pro- 
test against the proposed fare of 25 
cents between Atlanta and Stone Moun- 
tain, but they filed a counter petition 
with the commission asking that the 
tare between these two points be fixed 
at 15 cents; that the line be divided into 
three fare zones instead of five, as peti- 
tioned for by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, and that the fare be- 
tween these zones be five cents. 

The counter pettition asks that the 
distance between Atlanta and Decatur 
be made one zone; that between Decatur 
and Clarkston another, and between 
Clarkston and Stone Mountain the third, 
It also urges the commission to compel 
the company to carry a reasonable 
amount of baggage and to check same 
to destination. 

Several speakers argued for the 
counter petition. They took the position 
that under the rate proposed by the 
power company the new road would 
prove of no benefit to either the com- 
pany or to persons residing along the 
route, for the reason that it would be 
more economical and more convenient to 
use the Georgia railroad to Decatur and 
the main Decatur trolley into Atlanta. 

Among those who addressed the com- 
mission in opposition to the rates pro- 
posed by the power company were the 
following: 

From Clarkston—D. W. Webb, T. M. 
Meriwether, Felix Camp and E, L. Wag- 
goner. 

From Stone Mountain—L, B. Green 
and John F. McCurdy. 

From Decatur—R. C. W. Ramspeck, 
secretary of the Decatur board of trade, 
and R, J. Freeman, county commission- 
er for DeKalb county, 

President P. S. Arkwright, of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
answered the complainants and counter 
petition by declaring that a fifteen-cent 
fare would prove unprofitable and the 
road could not be operated with such 
a_rate and that the proposed fare of 
35 cents would yield but a fair return 
upon the money invested. 

Mr. Arkwright made a comparison of 
the cost of the new road with the cost 
of the interurban line from Atlante to 
Marietta, known as the Atlanta Nor- 
thern, He read- reports to show the 
earnings of that road. 

The cost of constructing and equip- 
ping the new line to Stone Mountain 
was placed at $488,291 by Mr. Ark- 
wright. This sum, he explained, had 
to be expended to purchase rights of 
way, build the roadbed, purchase and 
lay ‘the track, purchase and erect, the 
trolley wires, purchase six passenger 
cars, two trailers and one express car: 
care for discounts on bonds, provide for 
interest charges during construction, 
and cover necessary additions and im- 
provements to the South Decatur car 
line, between Atlanta and Decatur, ‘over 


which the interurban cars would be 
routed,

However magnificent out temperament, 
however great our powers of concentrat- 
ing on the present and obliterating the 
past, that 7 must have had some ef- 
feet on our state of mind, 

It is quite possible that we should 
have done even better than that imag- 
inary eight of ours; the four at the 
critical twelfth might have made us 
play like perfect demons, but it also 
might have completely upset our bal- 
ance. We were doing almost alarm- 
ingly well up to that point; another 
sod hole and we might have become 
terrified of our own good score; that 
seven may have been a blessing in 
disguise, having the beneficent prop- 
erties of a cold douche and saving us 
from the far worse fate of a nine at 
the seventeen and a ten at the last. 

Curiously enough the suppositions 
that sound most wild and outrageous 
are often the least justifiable. 
When we have been beaten by 4 and 
3 we should choose our listeners with 
the greatest care-before saying that 
but for one missed putt in the middle 
of the round we should not have been 
beaten at all. But as a matter of 
fact we really were at that moment 
overhauling our enemy and he really 
was cracking under the strain; just 
one more blow would have finished him, 
and he had an easy chance of admin- 
istering it 

Tt was all quite true; 
thoroughly sound, reliable

We are, let us imagine, 
teeing off to the eleventh, the short hole 
coming in, at St. Andrews; the match is 
a hard one, and at ths most critical 
moment we have just managed to get 
two up. We have the honor and plump 
the ball straight into the sandy depths 
of Strath, whereupon the enemy plays 
a beautiful, clean hit confident shot, and 
lays the ball within a foot of the hole. 
We then, keeping our temper in a really 
remarkable manner, have one niblick 
shot in the bunker, and pick up, with 
the almost gratified comment that it did 
not matter after all, as “nothing would 
have been any good against a two.” 

At least nobody can prove that we are 
wrong, but it is infinitely more proba- 
ble that if we had successfully reached 
the green the adversary, ready 2 
down—and 3 is much nastier than. 2—
